“I first built a model of

Lego City me and my 
boys have built and then 
needed a new project so 
decided to see if I could 
build Sixfields. 

“We’ve got lots of Lego 
around the house includ¬ 
ing a large city display. 

“I’m hoping to see if I 
can get this displayed at 
Sixfields for a game for 
all Cobblers fans to see. 

“I’ve been a fan for 25 
years and never thought 
I’d see us win a league 
especially after the trou¬ 
bles we had this season 
off the pitch. I’ve dedi¬ 
cated my model to my 
friend Rob Dunkley who 
sadly passed away before 
Christmas and has 
missed the end of this 
remarkable season.”

Saddling up to help fight crime 


Lawrence John speaks to the 
county’s only PCSO who patrols 
her beat on horseback 



Riding high in the saddle 
and patrolling the territory 
might be a line in any cheap 
dime American novel. 

But in this case it can be 
used when referring to 
policing in rural 
Northamptonshire. 

For in the county there is 
one Police Community 
Support Officer (PCSO) who 
takes to her beat on her 
horse. Natasha Fountain is 
the only PCSO who patrols 
the north of East 
Northamptonshire on 
horseback with nine-year- 
old Cody. 

PCSO Fountain said: “This 
(patrolling on a horse) was 
first trailed on January 28, 
2015, to see if it would work 
and how the community 
would perceive it.” 

And it seems to have gone 
down very well as out of the 
90 PCSOs in Northants 
PCSO Fountain is the only 
one who rides a horse. 

Speaking about her and 
Cody, Sector Inspector for 
East Northants, Julie Mead, 
said: “PCSO Natasha 


Fountain and Cody have 
been a phenomenal success. 

“They’ve increased visibil¬ 
ity and reassurance in the 
community and are local 
celebrities in Oundle. 

“They offer community 
reassurance and aid crime 
prevention. 

“They’ve made a noticea¬ 
ble impact on traffic calm¬ 
ing on the local roads. 

“Cars slow down for them 
and are more likely to then 
slow down for other horse 
and riders too. 

“They also go off-road and 
help tackle poaching and 
hare-coursing, improving 
trust and confidence in our 
rural communities.” 

Giving her thoughts on 
this different way of polic¬ 
ing in the county, PCSO 
Fountain said: “By doing it 
this way I have a lot of 
strings to my bow. 

“I have done some town 
centre patrols but mainly 
we patrol the bridleways 
and byeways in the north of 
East Northants. 

“I keep my eyes open for 


fly tipping, rave sites and 
reporting gates which could 
be a danger for other riders 
as If I am struggling to get 
through then other riders 
will as well. 

“I also keep an eye out for 
poaching and hare cours¬ 
ing.” 

PCSO Fountain, who has 
been a community support 


officer since 2009, enjoys 
what she does and relishes 
her role in the communities 
she patrols including, 
Easton on the Hill, 
Harringworth, Deene, 
Titchmarsh, Collyweston 
and Oundle. 

She added: “My role as a 
PCSO leads itself to working 
like this. I am the eyes and 


ears of the community. 
Being out on horseback 
means I can see different 
things and be able to video 
them on my body camera so 
if anything happens then I 
can radio for assistance.”

Robert paid price 
for his ‘kindness’

A homeless man and woman 
who were offered a place to 
stay by a Good Samaritan 
have been convicted for their 
part in his death. 

Mary Cash, 39, and Karl 
Pound, 51, were convicted of 
manslaughter and murder 
respectively on Friday at 
Northampton Crown Court. 

On October 8 last year both 
were welcomed into 54-year- 
old Robert Chester’s house in 
Rothersthorpe Road, 
Northampton. 

Robert was later stabbed 
eight times and then set on

t'i iv in an attempt to destroy 
evidence. The fire service 
discovered Robert’s body. 

Both Pound and Cash had 
initially pleaded not guilty, 
blaming each other for the 
murder. 

After the first day of the trial 
Pound pleaded guilty to 
killing Robert. 



Cash, who had denied the 
charge of murder, was later 
found guilty of manslaughter 
by the jury. 

Detective Inspector Louise 
Hemingway, who led the 
investigation, said: “It 
appears that an act of kind¬ 
ness by Robert was a fatal 
mistake.”

Images showing the 
impact of the planned 
Northampton Energy 
Centre on the town's 
skyline have been 
released. 

Rolton Kilbride, the 
Northamptonshire firm 
handling the proposal, is 
keen to emphasise that 
pictures released by the 
No Incinerator In St 
James pressure group are 
nothing to do with them 
and that although a large 
building is involved it 
will be attractively 
designed. 

Brian Binley, who will 
head the Community 
Interest Company, said: 
“I believe this energy 
centre will be of massive 
benefit to Northampton 
and its citizens over a 
long period of time. Its 
benefits are enormous, 
including cheaper power 
for our public buildings 
and some of our busi¬ 
nesses in the Enterprise 
Zone. It will also use any 
profit from the sale of 
power to enhance the 
built environment. It will 
also provide cheap heat 
for up to 2,000 homes in 
areas where considerable 
fuel poverty exists. 

“These are just a few of 
the many benefits that 
will accrue to the town. It 
is vital that we take a bal¬ 
anced view of this issue 
and that is exactly what 
the planning authorities 
will do over a period of 
months following receipt 
of the planning applica¬ 
tion on 29th April. In the 
meantime, it behoves us 
all to tell the truth and 
not mislead the citizens 
of Northampton in any 
way and that’s what I 


intend to do. This is too 
important a matter to do 
otherwise.” 

Mr Binley, a former MP 
for Northampton, said 
the name of the pressure 
group opposing the plan 
- No Incinerator In St 
James - was misleading 
because the process that 
creates energy in the 
centre will be ‘baking’. 

A Community Interest 
Company, which 

includes the Rev Richard 
Coles and University of 
Northampton Vice 
Chancellor Nick Petford 
on its board, will be set 
up to help ensure the 
community has a say in 
the running of the centre 
and where the benefits 
are distributed. 



No Incinerator In St Janies

Rolton Kilbride released 
a statement saying: 

Energy created would 
be offered at a reduced 
price locally and be dis¬ 
tributed directly to spe¬ 
cific locations in the 
town such as major local 
businesses and ameni¬ 
ties. 

Heat generated at the 
site has the potential to 
be used by residents in 
the town. Heat would be 
available at a cheaper 
rate than the National 
Grid and made available 
via a district heating net¬ 
work. 


The Community 

Interest Company, local 
residents and stakehold¬ 
ers will have a direct say 
over how energy gener¬ 
ated at the plant is dis¬ 
tributed and over how 
profits are reinvested. 

Emissions will be 
strictly controlled 
throughout the process 
so they will fall well 
within the EU permitted 
limits. Traffic will also be 
monitored and strictly 
routed to ensure it does 
not pass through resi¬ 
dential areas. 

The company has leaf- 
leted homes in the area 
and also held a meeting 
at the Doddridge Centre 
to explain their plans. 
They said feedback was 
positive. 

Tony Clarke, also a for¬ 
mer Northampton MP, is 
behind the No 
Incinerator In St James 
group. He said an energy 
centre was not the 
answer to Northampton’s 
power needs. 

He said: “Small renew¬ 
able Solar/Wind power 
units can work but these 
need to be either indi¬ 
vidual or community. 
The answer really lies in 
advancing the renewa¬ 
bles option and in 
advances in battery tech¬ 
nology, These guys are 
just using the word 
“green” as a marketing 
tool when it is nothing 
like it. We need a circular 
not linear economy 
before we run out of 
resource!” 

At a meeting at the 
Thomas A Becket pub on 
Tuesday night, residents 
who are against the plan 
reaffirmed their worries 
about pollution, lorry 
movements and public 
safety.

As a councillor for 
Dallington Spencer I 
have heard both sides of 
the argument and cap¬ 
tured views from resi¬ 
dents and I am opposed 
to this Gassification 
plant. 

I have not knee-jerked 
to form my own opinion, 
I have listened to resi¬ 
dents, the ‘expert’ opin¬ 
ions and have analysed 
how the Community 
Interest Company (CIC) 
would operate and can 
come to no other conclu¬ 
sion at the moment than 
opposition. 

The contrasting argu¬ 
ments about pollution 
and emissions leaves me 
unclear as to what would 
be the reality, so on that 
basis I have to veer on 
the side of caution. 
There remains traffic 
congestion concerns, 
already a massive issue 
in St James, so that of 
course needs to be a 
major worry. In respect 
of how the CIC will work, 
to me the only real ben¬ 
eficiaries seem to be big 
business and the two 
local councils. 

Contrarily, what is ring 
fenced for the local com¬ 
munity groups in St 
James is peanuts and 
almost insulting. The 
people of St James are 
asked to make sacrifices 
and accept this plant in 
their local area and they 
get the crumbs off the 


table in return - that is 
unacceptable. 

One element of this 
proposed scheme is to 
offer so-called discount¬ 
ed energy to local resi¬ 
dents, utilising the hot 
water that is generated 
from the gasification 
process and channel 
that into homes to heat 
them. The actual real 
cost for residents to 
receive this is as yet 
unknown. 

This is quite remarka¬ 
ble, what is being offered 
is a natural problematic 
by-product that needs to 
be disposed of and it is 
offered for sale to resi¬ 
dents, in essence resi¬ 
dents will be charged to 
receive unwanted hot 
water...Rolton Kilbride 
will be attempting to sell 
ice to eskimos next!

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Theatre’s future 
is put in spotlight

June is set to be a big month 
in deciding the future of The 
Castle Theatre in 
Wellingborough. 

On June 29 a meeting of 
Wellingborough Council’s 
resources committee will be 
held to discuss options for the 
venue. 

This follows the decision 
made by councillors last 
month to terminate the 
contract with The Castle 
Wellingborough Ltd, the 
company which operates the 
facility, and put in place an 
exit management plan until 
the end of September. 

It led to the company, which 
employes 38 people, being 
put into administration. 

It is the intention of the joint 


administrators to fulfil the 
2016 programme at The 
Castle which consists of:

The new McLaren 675LT Spider 
was revealed at the end of 2015 as 
the latest chapter in the history of 
the iconic ‘Longtail’ name, and 
was the fifth new model debuted 
during a truly defining year for 
McLaren Automotive. 

Strictly limited to only 500 
examples worldwide which sold 
out in just two weeks, it is only 
the second model to wear the LT 
badge. 

It arrived less than a year since 
the first model in nearly 20 years 
resurrected the name, and was in 
response to significant customer 
demand. 

The 675LT Coupe focused on 
lightweight, enhanced aerody¬ 
namics, increased power and 
track-focused dynamics, and this 
limited-run model quickly sold 
out before the first deliveries 
commenced. 

Sharing these key characteris¬ 
tics, McLaren Automotive has 
added the most focused, fastest 
and exhilarating open top model 
to ever wear a McLaren badge, 
further strengthening the ‘LT’ 
brand. 

The 675LT Spider stays true to 
the spirit of its iconic predecessor 
with aerodynamically optimised, 
dramatically enhanced styling 
that results in 40 per cent more 
downforce than the 650S Spider 
which it sits alongside in the 


McLaren Super Series. The main 
focus for the 675LT Spider is 
clear: to deliver maximum 
performance, engagement and 
excitement. 

To achieve this, weight has been 
reduced by 100kg through the 
increased usage of carbon fibre - 
and by lighter components 
throughout. 

Under the skin sits the heavily- 
revised 3.8-litre twin turbo V8 
powertrain from the Coupe 
sibling, ensuring performance 
figures are worthy of the LT 


badge. The power output and 
torque figures remain 
unchanged, with 675PS (666bhp) 
delivered at 7,100rpm and 700Nm 
(5161b ft) available between 
5,000-6,500rpm. 

The changes to the powertrain 
saw more than 50 per cent of the 
components replaced to ensure 
optimised levels of power, torque 
and drivability. 

These include new, more effi¬ 
cient turbos, detail design chang¬ 
es to the cylinder heads and 
exhaust manifolds, new camshaft 


and lightweight connecting rods, 
and a faster-flowing fuel pump 
and delivery system. Acceleration 
from 0-62mph takes just 2.9 
seconds, and 124mph is achieved 
in 8.1 seconds. 

Only 500 examples of the 675LT 
Spider will be built, alongside the 
675LT Coupe, and all are sold. 

These are the most exclusive 
models in the Super Series, and 
will be produced in the McLaren 
Production Centre, alongside the 
McLaren Technology Centre, 
near Woking, England.

The Toyota Avensis gets another 
facelift, but this time the effects 
go deeper than superficial styling 
updates. 

The engines have been upgrad¬ 
ed, the suspension and steering 
improved and there’s a redesign 
for the interior. It cements the 
Avensis’ position as one of the 
classiest cars in its sector. 

As you probably guessed, 
the engine changes haven’t 
focused on making the Avensis 
more dynamic or exciting to 
drive, instead concentrating on 
improving efficiency. The engine 
range comprises 1.6 and 2.0-litre 
diesels and the petrol options 
range from 1.6 to 2.0-litres. 

The suspension basics remain 
much the same, with a MacPher- 
son strut up front and slick 
double wishbones at the back, 
but both have been tweaked to 
improve ride and handling. 

Steering feel and responsive¬ 
ness have been improved by 
the use of a new intermediate 
shaft, a revised anti-roll bar and 
an increase in body shell rigidity 
through the use of a powerful 
urethane to bond the wind¬ 
screen. 

Toyota has also put more 
sound insulation into the Aven¬ 
sis, as well as fitting thicker 
rubber seals. The air con 


has even been made quieter. 

The cabin has been treated 
to some brightening up, with 
updated trim finishes and colour 
schemes. Toyota hasn’t done 
things by halves here, with a 
redesigned instrument binnacle, 
the tacho and speedo being 
separated by a 4.2-inch colour 
TFT screen on some models. 

The steering wheel, gear lever 
and switchgear have also been 
updated. Better consistency 
of typefaces and lighting are 
complemented by satin chrome 
highlights. 

By improving efficiency and 
incorporating some seriously 
impressive technology, Toyota 
has forced the Avensis back into 
class contention. 

When you have a car efficient 
enough to be able to put tax 
benefit-in-kind cash back in 
your pay packet and one clever 
enough to enable you to email, 
tweet and text on the move, you 
have one that’s going to endear 
itself to plenty of people. 

Could it be more exciting, both 
to look at and to drive? Well 
probably, but you can see why 
Toyota weren’t keen to go too 
far and upset the legions of 
customers attracted by the 
sensible charms of previous 
models.

CRAWLEY TOWN 1 

Sixfields welcomed back their champions 
on Tuesday night and it was to be two of 
the outstanding players in Northampton 
Town’s glorious campaign that decided 
their match against Crawley. 

Ricky Holmes and John-Joe O’Toole are 
two of the players you’d think would have 
no problems in League One next season 
and they both duly struck the goals that 
secured what was a deserved win. 

There was always the risk of this being 
‘after the Lord Mayor’s show’ and halfway 
through, that looked to be the case before 
Town found another gear, as they have so 
often this term. 

The title is sewn up, but the Cobblers are 
still making records, as this was a 21st 
league game without defeat, which equals 
the club’s best-ever run (although if you’re 
feeling really churlish, it was a first win in 
five). 

It also keeps alive the possibility off 
Northampton earning 100 points for the 
season, even though they will have to win 
their final three games to achieve this. 

After emerging through Crawley’s guard 
of honour, it took until just the third min¬ 
ute for the first opening to arrive for the 
Cobblers as John Marquis prodded 
Hoskins’ low cross wide. 

This didn’t exactly precede a rip-roaring 
start with the game almost being played at 
pre-season pace - the sort normally expect¬ 
ed from a game with not that much riding 
on it. Crawley were providing the odd 
threat with Gwion Edwards shooting wide 
from outside the box, but the hosts were 
dominating possession as Marquis and 
Holmes looked threatening. 

The spark the game needed almost 
arrived after 35 minutes as a neat move 
that saw Danny Rose playing in Holmes 
down the right, with his cut-back finding 
Marquis, whose shot was deflected wide. 



But it at least raised the tempo, with the 
best chance of the half falling just before 
the break after a slip by Crawley’s Andy 
Bond, with Hoskins going on to force a save 
out of visiting ‘keeper Jack Rose. 

The Red Devils almost had all 50 of their 
travelling support celebrating just over a 
minute into the second half after Rod 
McDonald failed to deal with a long ball, 
but Adam Smith did well to keep out 
Edwards’ shot across goal. 

Northampton heeded this warning and 
had won a penalty within a minute as 
Lanre Oyebanjo clumsily bundled over 
Nicky Adams and Holmes confidently did 
the rest from the spot. 

Crawley’s goal was then left shaking after 
Rose missed Holmes’ cross with 
McDonald’s fierce effort being diverted on 
to the bar from close range by O’Toole. 


Northampton hit the woodwork again 
just four minutes later as Holmes free kick 
from out on the left drifted over the strug¬ 
gling Rose, with the bar once more coming 
to his rescue. 

But the second goal finally arrived with 
ten minutes left as O’Toole found himself 
in the right place at the right time to turn in 
from a few yards after Holmes’ corner 
wasn’t cleared. 

Crawley were to pull a goal back five min¬ 
utes later as Edwards, one of the visitors’ 
few attacking threats all night, whipped in 
a terrific free kick that left Smith a mere 
spectator. 

Almost immediately, however, the Red 
Devils were reduced to ten men when Bond 
was rightly sent off for a poor challenge on 
Hoskins and despite a spirited finish from 
his teammates, the hosts held on. 



Potter delighted to 
be finally playing 
again after injuries 

Northampton Town midfielder Alfie Potter is 
hoping his injury problems are behind him 
after he made his first appearance of 2016 
against Crawley. 

Potter’s previous appearance for the Cobblers 
came against Accrington on 28 December 2015, 
but the 27-year-old had been left side-lined for 
almost four months due to issues with his side 
and hamstring. 

During that time, he has seen Northampton 
surge to promotion from League Two and 
clinch the title in the process and now he is 
hoping to play a full part in their remaining 
games. 

Potter said: “It’s hard to watch from the side¬ 
lines with everyone doing so well, but at the 
same time I’m delighted to be part of this club 
and even more delighted to be back playing. 

“It was nice to get out on the pitch and enjoy 
the celebrations. 

“You go through spells in your career where 
you do have a run of injuries for a year or two, 
so I’m hoping that’s the end of it now and, like I 
said, I’m delighted to be back playing now in a 
winning team.” 

Potter’s problems have restricted him to just 
24 appearances for Northampton in what is his 
first season at Sixfields after signing from AFC 
Wimbledon last summer. 

When asked what has been afflicting him, 
Potter said: “It’s been unlucky, really - against 
Accrington I tore a muscle in my side and it’s a 
bit unusual to tear a muscle in your side, I don’t 
know how I done it. 

“Then, when coming back, I picked up a ham¬ 
string injury and that’s the one that kept me 
out the longest, but I’ve been fit for a while now 
and I’ve worked hard in training. 

“I’ve just had to wait for my chance and I 
know there are only three games left now, but I 
just want to play as much as I can.” 

In their remaining games, Northampton have 
a chance to reach 100 points in a league cam¬ 
paign for the first time in their history - just to 
add to the list of records they have broken this 
season. 

While manager Chris Wilder insisted after 
their game against Crawley that he was only 
focused on Saturday’s match at Yeovil, Potter 
admitted reaching three figures is a goal 
Town’s players would love to reach. 

He said: “Since it was kind of certain and it 
would only need a couple more wins to get pro¬ 
moted, that’s what we’ve been aiming for.” 



Turnaround of Player of the Season O’Toole epitomises champions spirit of the Cobblers

It was only a modest vote, 200 or so, by read¬ 
ers of this column for Northampton Town’s 
Player of the Season. The winner was John- 
Joe O’Toole, the maverick midfielder whose 
turnaround mirrors the Cobblers’. 

For player and club, there looked to be 
nowhere to go a year or so ago. O’Toole was 
shipped out to Southend United on loan at 
the same time as workers downed tools on 
the infamous Sixfields East Stand redevelop¬ 
ment. 

With the shell of Northampton’s unfin¬ 
ished stand slowly rusting, the career of the 


promising yet troubled O’Toole looked to be 
coming to a halt too. 

Southend sent him back to the Cobblers 
and then Chris Wilder made the decision to 
transfer list the ex-Watford man at the end of 
the 2014-15 season. ‘It’s just not working’ said 
Wilder, ruefully, of a player signed on a lucra¬ 
tive three-year deal. 

O’Toole looked overweight and worse, his 
passion for the game was waning. 

Yet, Cobblers boss Wilder took a calculated 
risk in starting the midfielder with two first 
names against Bristol Rovers in the opening 
match of the 2015/16 campaign. O’Toole 
nodded home the only goal of the game 
against his former club. He looked to be back 
in business. 

However, O’Toole was benched for the next 
match and his early season campaign was 


one of being an unused sub and sometimes 
out of the squad all together. Wilder obvi¬ 
ously chose to play hard ball while 
Northampton fans, loving a rogue, weren’t 
fazed by O’Toole’s black sheep act. 

The Shoe Army had gone all out to welcome 
the player with ‘John-Joe O’Toole day’ at 
Mansfield considered to be the low point of 
his Northampton career when he was sent 
off for violent conduct. 

Then came the rumbling of huge financial 
issues at Northampton Town, perversely yet 
par for the course for the unorthodox 
O’Toole, at a time when he finally began to 
assert himself as a first choice player. 

John-Joe had a key role in the magnificent 
FA Cup win at Coventry, where Northampton 
and Sky Blue fans rattled buckets to save the 
Cobblers, the club indebted to over £10 mil¬ 


lion. 

He then scored from a sensationally well- 
worked free kick in the 4-3 win over Luton at 
Kenilworth Road. There was a glint in his eye 
once more, a talented individual playing 
with similarly talented team mates, a rebel 
with a cause, the club in severe trouble. 

On Tuesday night, the Cobblers, Champions 
of League Two, dispatched Crawley Town 2-1 
at Sixfields to make it 21 matches unbeaten. 
O’Toole was at the centre of things, notching 
his 12th goal of a hard-fought season.

Wood warns of wheels 
falling off Saints season

Tom Wood has said that Northampton 
Saints cannot afford to left their sea¬ 
son unravel following last weekend’s 
damaging 30-24 defeat to great rivals 
Leicester Tigers. 

The result effectively ended Saints’ 
hopes of reaching the play-offs as seven 
points now separate them from the 
fourth-placed Tigers, but it is the teams 
behind them who will now be of con¬ 
cern. 

With Harlequins only two points 
behind them in seventh, Northampton’s 
place in next season’s Champions Cup 
has yet to be secured with two games of 
the campaign left. 

It goes without saying that failing to 
qualify for the top table of European 
rugby would be the biggest disappoint¬ 
ment of all in what has been a testing 
campaign. 

Wood said: “We have to get over it [the 
Leicester defeat] pretty quickly because 
there’s a real danger of the wheels com¬ 
ing off and not making the top six, 
which would be an absolute tragedy for 
this club and a huge underachieve- 
ment. 

“We’ve got a week’s rest now where we 
haven’t got a game and we’ve got to sort 
ourselves out. 

“We’ll probably be hurting, we’ll 
down tools and get some rest, mentally 
and physically, for the next few days 
and make sure we’re ready for those big 
games.” 

Northampton’s remaining 

Premiership fixtures are a home game 
against Bath and a trip to Gloucester 


and they will hope to be able to wel¬ 
come some of their players back from 
what is a lengthy injury list. 

Being knocked out of the Champions 
Cup in the quarter finals by Saracens 
could, in some way, be of some benefit 
to them as it has given them a weekend 
off for the first time since an intense 
season began in mid-October. 

It will give the chance for some aching 
bodies to recover, particularly the ten 
players that were unavailable to them 
against Leicester along with Ahsee 
Tuala, who limped off in that game. 

Wood said: “I think a few of us need it. 

We’ll take that opportunity to freshen 
up as best we can, but it’s really impor¬ 
tant that we finish the season on a high. 

“We owe our fans that and we owe 
ourselves that. We want to finish and 
guarantee that top-flight European 
rugby for next year as well.” 

During the Leicester match, the visi¬ 
tors conceded a succession of penalties 
in their own 22 during a period in the 
second half, but no visiting player was 
sent to the sin bin, a decision that frus¬ 
trated Saints director of rugby Jim 
Mallinder. 

But Wood insisted the reasons for the 
defeat were closer to home, saying: “I 
don’t make those decisions and I don’t 
envy referees in those positions. 

“We’ll look at ourselves - there are 
plenty of things that we weren’t good 
enough at against Leicester and over 
the course of the season that have left 
us in this position and left us vulnera¬ 
ble to the odd decision going against 
you.”

Chris Wilder was delighted by his team’s 
performance in the second half against 
Crawley as League Two champions 
Northampton Town made their homecom¬ 
ing a happy one with a 2-1 victory. 

This was the Cobblers’ first match since 
they wrapped up the title at Exeter last week¬ 
end and after the break it was display fitting 
of a team that has surged so far in front of 
everyone else in the division. 

Town’s players may have felt they were due a 
win after drawing their last four games and 
they obliged their adoring public, even if the 
game did take a little while to get going. 

But the outstanding Ricky Holmes and 
John-Joe O’Toole were to embellish a second- 
half showing in which they turned on the 
style on Tuesday night. 

Wilder said: “I think everybody should be 
happy - us coming back to the town as cham¬ 
pions and producing a performance, espe¬ 
cially in the second half, like that. 

“I thought we were outstanding. The profes¬ 
sionals that we are, we’re a bit disappointed 
with their goal, but generally on the night the 
team’s performance was really, really good. 

“People looked at this game and, after the 
Bristol Rovers game and all the euphoria after 
that and getting a result down at Exeter to 
win the league, were wondering what we were 
going to produce. 

“They’ve not let me down or let the support¬ 
ers down with a performance full of energy, 
full of desire and good football -1 thought our 
football at times was outstanding tonight.” 

The win was Wilder’s 300th as a manager 


and the landmarks keep on coming for his 
team in this unforgettable season as this was 
their 21st league game unbeaten. 

It equalled a club record set by the last 
Cobblers side to win a league title - Graham 
Carr’s vintage 1986/87 team - and Wilder’s 
men could still break another of their records 
by reaching 100 points this season. 

The Cobblers boss insists, however, that his 
planning doesn’t extend any further than 
Saturday’s trip to Yeovil, saying: “I don’t want 
to put any pressure on the players because 


they’ve played under pressure all season. 

“They just want to win their next game and 
that’s what we’ll be looking to do on Saturday. 

“We’ve been a touch disappointed in our¬ 
selves with the results that we’ve had recent¬ 
ly, but we’ve added to the points tally along 
the way and I think it was really important 
tonight for us to get a win. 

“We’ve gone and done that and we’ll move 
on to 92 points and if we win on Saturday it 
sets it up for an exciting finish. There’s always 
something to play for.” 


Saints chief: Top 
four out of reach

Director of rugby Jim Mallinder admitted 
after last Saturday’s 30-24 defeat to 
Leicester Tigers that Northampton Saints’ 
play-off hopes are over, but he was unhappy 
with some of the officiating during the 
game. 

With the gap between Saints and the 
fourth-placed Tigers now up to seven points 
with two games left, Mallinder’s pessimism 
is realistic after such a damaging loss. 

Referee Tim Wigglesworth was a late 
replacement after the original man with the 
official, Matt Carley, was forced to pull out 
with an injury and he was to heavily penal¬ 
ise Northampton in the scrum. 

There was also a period in the second half 
where the hosts won a succession of penal¬ 
ties in their opponents’ 22, yet 
Wigglesworth never went to his pocket. 

Mallinder said: “We’ll keep fighting, but I 
think realistically that’s the top four out of 
reach this season. I think today probably 
summed up our season a little bit, just not 
quite good enough. 

“In terms of the referee today, he had a 
poor game. He was so inconsistent in terms 
of we don’t quite know what’s happening in 
the scrum - it’s been like that for the last 
few weeks, to be honest. 

“When you give away seven or eight penal¬ 
ties to one offence - collapsing our maul - 
then it’s got to be a yellow card. 

“I know we got a final penalty and we went 
on to score, but they should have been down 
to 14 men because they’re stopping a part of 
the game which we could have scored 
from.” 

The defeat has left Northampton staring in 
the face the prospect of finishing outside 
the Premiership’s top four for the first time 
since the 2008/09 season and Mallinder felt 
his side gave away soft tries in the first half. 

He said: “I’ve had a quick look at it [their 
first try] and there seemed to be players on 
the floor and he just seemed to come 
through that space and just go through no 
defence. That was disappointing and then 
secondly, we break out, we’re on the attack 
and then suddenly we give away an inter¬ 
ception.”
